Dyaka, aa the little brouxe aborigine* 
of tbla part of Borneo are called, for 
guide*. The entrance to the cave wu 
aw email and eo elevated that I bad 
notue little difficulty In reaching It 
After we bad traveled for eome dU 
Bonce we came acroea the inevitable 
stream The ground, wblcb waa to a 
greet extent compoeed of the bed of 
Mm atream. waa rough and Irregular. 
W* were lighted on our way by torcbee 
carried by our Dyak gulden. At lent 
we came to a passage that teemed a 
veritable eye of a needle, eo hard It 
waa to enter, for It looked eo narrow 
and confined that I despaired of ever 
getting through It When 1 fairly got 
squeezed Into the breach I could force 
myeelt neither upward nor downward 
—for that waa the direction of the pa*- 
■age—and there I waa. suapended like 
Mohammed's coffin or a trusted fowl. 
By dint of wriggling, however, I at 
last found myself on the top of the 
passage, minus a certain amount of 
■kin and some buttons from my tight 
fitting khaki coat. 

“tttJH on we Jogged for the best part 
of a mile, tvheu, lo and behold, the 
eaves In which the birds were breeding 
and which were to be the limits «f our 
underground wanderings! A faint glim¬ 
mer of ll&ht could be seen through a 
rift in the rocks far above ua, aud It 
waa through this small rift, which was 
a feaied passage even to the Dyaka 
themselves, that the birds passed In 
their Journeys to and from their nest¬ 
ing grounds. Our arrival, of course, 
disturbed whatever birds were there, 
and they dlsap[»eaned as best they 
could. And there, for a time, we watch¬ 
ed the Dyaks going through their gym¬ 
nastics of robbing the birds’ nests, 
with their ropes and long poles creep¬ 
ing along the high ridges and ledges In 
the lurid light of the torches like un¬ 
earthly specters. 

•These peculiar nests are built by a 
species of swallow. The nests consist 
of shallow, cup shaped cavities, trun¬ 
cated at one side, where they are at¬ 
tached to the rocks like brackets to a 
wall, and forming something Hke a 
two-thirda segment of a circle. It la 
not always easy to get at them, aa 
they are aometime* glued to the per¬ 
pendicular aides of the solid rocks high 
overhead, ao that the nest hunters have 
to scale thee* crags with rupee and 
pole* to get at them. In substance 
they consist of an elastic, semitrans¬ 
parent, mucilaginous material, which Is 
•old to be a accretion, or macerated 
food, from the crops of the birds them- 
•elvoa, “
